cred office. During the course of the 
day many thousands passed by the 
dier. 

The bier tonight was removed and 
placed on a low platform on wheels. 
At the gates of the chapel the arch- 
priest of the basilica, in violet robes 
and surrounded by the chapter, joined 
the procession.

The solemn cortege marched into the 
crypt, where the body of Pius X. will 
have its final resting place. Here the 
roof is low and the MiSerere had a pe- 
culiarly weird and melancholy 

The tomb of the late pontiff 
the right at the entrance to the 
terranean chapel, close to that of sev- 
eral other popes. At this point sev- 
eral ancient marble tablets were re- 
moved to make room for the tomb of 
Pius, which, while pargly within the 
wall, also projects into the passage 

The body of the pontiff Hes in a 
cypress wood coffin on which rests a 
gold cross. This is encased in zinc, 
and finally in an oak casket. On the 
casket is the inscription: 

“Here lies the body of Pius X. Born 
June 2, 1835; died August 20, 1914.” 

The coffin was placed within the 
tomb, while Cardinal Detla Volpe re- 
cited prayers for the dead, accompa- 
nied by all present, kneeling. A monu- 
mentto Piux X. will be erected in the 
cry pt.

A large hole was burned 
in the roof, which extended through 
the interior ceiling, which was being 
handsomely decorated with costly de.- 
signs. :

Damage by Water. 


The greatest amount of damage was 
done by water, which poured in tor- 
rents into the basement of the church, 
damaging the furniture, pianos and 
ceilings of the Sunday school rooms. 

Fire Chief Cummings ordered his 
firemen to ‘take particular pains that 
no water touch the expensive church 
Organs, and through their care in this 
respect thousands of dollars of water 
damage to these wonderful pipe or- 
gans was averted. 

Colonel William I. Peel and Dr. A. 
M. Hughilet, pastor of the church, rush- 
ed to the burning building, and when 
the flames had subsided sufficiently 
made an investigation to determine 
the extent of the damage. Colonel 
Peel estimated the total damage at 
about $5,000. 

Firemen Have Trouble. 

The firemen experienced great adlf- 
ficulty at first in getting water to the 
seat of the fire, which was raging be- 


tween the roof and the ceiling of the| 
The belfry winding ' 


main auditorium. 
stairs, which are very narrow and 
steep, had been blocked by the work- 
men on the building, who had piled 
the large benches of the main audi- 
torium in this stairway. Chief Cum- 
mings stated that it was thirty min- 
jites before his firemen managed to 
cut a way through these heavy 
benches and run a hose 
the belfry staircase. 

The new combination pumping en- 
gine, chemical and hose wagon. in- 
stalled at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
at No. 11 station house, was called into 
service exactly four hours after 
stallation. Chief Cummings reported 
that it worked splendidly and that 
there Was no further need for the 
steam pumping engines.

Roughly speaking, the Germans are trving to work around the 
allies’ flank in Belgium, while the French are attempting to apply the 
same process to the Germans in Alsace. 

Almost all the encounters that have gone before have been 
mere reconnaissances. The defeat of a regiment here and there has ~ 
been proclaimed as a great victory, but in this grapple of hundreds 
of thousands most of these affairs have had no significance. 

Official announcements from both sides have been extremely 
candid so far. From the standpoint of the allies the important 
feature in Saturday's developments is the great battle which began 
in the morning on the Namur-Charleroi line. This is being fought 
on the position chosen by the allies. : 

A German official statement says that troops under command 
of the crown prince of Bavaria, fighting between Metz and Vosges, 
took 10,000 prisoners and 50 guns. It adds that the French troops 
opposing the Germans comprised eight army corps. 


British Warned Against Optimism

London, August 22.—According to a 
dispatch from Folkestone to The 
Chronicle, passengers who have ar- 
rived there from Ostend report that 
Friday afternoon German patrols were 
in the outskirts of that Belgian sea- 
port. 

Several Englishmen and a number of 
Americans arrived at Folkestone to- 
night on the cross-channe| steamer 
from Ostend. The cérrespondent of The 
Chronicle continues: 

“It is hard to believe,”’ 
travelers said, “that the 
really occupying a position on 
straits of Dover, across from the Eng- 
lish coast. When we left Ostend Fri- 
day afternoon the Germans already 
were in the outskirts. It was expected 
that they would be occupying the city 
by the time our steamer reached Eng- 
land. 

“All foreigners were ordered to 
leave Ostend yesterday. The postoffice 
and the government offices are closed, 
and the inhabitants are in a condition 
of panic.” 

Eight hundred refugees from Ostend 
arrived in London tonight. They left 
the Belgian port at 2 o'clock 
afternoon. They are for the most part 
Belgians, who say that virtually 
Americans are out of Ostend. No Ger- 
man soldiers were there when they 
left, although residents were prepar- 
ing to leave because they feared a

GREAT BRITAIN GOES 
AFTER GERMAN TRADE 


Bitter Commercial Campaign 
Supported by the Press 
and Public. 


London, August 23.—A bitter com- 
mercial war against Germany and 
Austria has been inaugurated in Eng- 
land. It has the loyal support of press 


and public. 

The London Chamber of Commerce 
committee, at a private meeting to- 
day, discussed this anti-German trade 
campaign. The commercial intelli- 
gence branch of the board of trade 
has a skilled staff working on lists of 
German imports and it calls attention 
of manufacturers to transfer lines 
which Germans sell heavily to Eng- 
land: 

Electrical appliances and apparatus, 
iron and steel, wire, stone and earth- 
enware, Chinaware, cutlery, 
ware, cotton hosiery, woolen 
worsted piece goods, cotton prints, fur- 
niture, leather, gloves and boots and 
shoes. 

lt is estimated that $12,000,000 worth 
of German dynamos and motors aré 
sold annually in British territory. 

The board of trade has arranged 
for the suspension of German and 
Austrian patents in England, wherever 
manufacturers want to make use of 
them in the pwhblic interest. The drug 
manufacturers.are preparing to capture 
the great trade which German chem- 
ical concerns have enjoyed in England. 

All English chambers of commerce 
have been advised of this opportunity, 
and,urged by the London chamber to 
interest manufacturers in cornering 
German business, especially in hosiery. 
Germany shipped more than $17,000,000 
worth of stockings to England last 
year, as well as much = tanderwear. 
Furthermore, Germany has enjoyed an 
extensive Canadian trade in women’s 
Suits and cotton goods. 

All the daily papers, as well as the 
trade journals, are filled with letters, 
articles and editorials, setting forth 
how to capture this German trade. 
Buyers are urged to boycott German

GERMAN GOVERNMENT 
KIND TO AMERICANS 


Denied That Stranded Citizens 
of United States Have Been 
Badly Treated. 


Fyaotterdam, August 22.—(Via lLon- 
don, 8:30 p. m.)—A thorough canvas 
of Americans here shows the Germans 
have been universally courteous to 
them. Hardships undergone by citi- 
zens of the United States have been 
due in all cases to the conditions at- 
tending mobilization, lack of facill- 
ties for travel and at first a restriction 
of the house during which the streets 
could be frequented. 

The government took measures not 
alone looking to the safety of Ameri- 
cans, Dut also to their comfort. Those 
hardest hit are American students who 
have found difficulty in getting their 
usual remittances. ivery measure has 
been! taken to help them. 

Dr. W. G. Kanter, of Detroit, who 
traveled widely in Germany during the 
mobilization, stated today that Ameri- 
cans could not have received better 
treatment ig their own country. Dr. 
Kanter was in Frankfort-on-Main Au- 
gust 2, when the authorities discov- 
ered a French aeroplane over the city. 
He said the airship was fired on and 
came down, the aviator being killed. 
That same night sparks were caused 
by a wireless apparatus. 

Eighteen Frenchmen Found. 

Fighteen Frenchmen found in the 
house put up a fight with revolvers, 
but were overcome.

REPORTED AT LIEGE. 


London, August 22.—-The correspond- 
ent at Amsterdam of the Reuter Tele- 
gram company has sent in the follow- 
ing aceount of the present situation at 
Liege, which he obtained from The 
Rotterdam Courant, which in turn got 
the story from its correspondent at 
Maestricht: 

“The firing of a shot from a private 
house on the Quiai Des Pecheurs in 
Liege yesterday was the signal for 
widespread bombardment and arson,on 
the part of the German army of occu- 
pation. The situation of the popula- 
tion of Liege became extremely peril- 
ous. Immediately after the shot was 
fired the Germans opened up with their 
machine guns, destroyed twenty houses 
and killed the inmates of ten other 
houses. 

“In addition to the war tribute of 
$10,000,000 levied upon the province and 
city, an additional $2,000,000 fias been 
obtained from Liege, the German army 
administration having seized this 
amount in cash in private banks. 

“All citizens have been ordered to 
hand over their anms and at the same 
time the peasants have been invited to 
return to the country and begin har- 
vesting. 

“The lives of foreigners in Liege are 
in danger. There are a great many 
Dutchmen in Liege, and the Dutch gov- 
ernment is taking measures for their 
protection. 

“In conclusion the correspondent 
says that Prince Eitel Friedrich, sec- 
ond son of Emperor William, hag left 
Liege.” 


TWO STEAMERS SUNK .

Washington, August 22.—-At the Swiss 
legation here the following statement 
was made public today: 

“The Swiss federal council! has mobil- 
ized, from the beginning, the whole 
military force of Switzerland, the Elite, 
the Landwehr and part of the Land- 
sturm, numbering together about 300,- 
000 men. The mobilization is not a 
result of a menace to Switzerland, but 
mérely a precautionary military meas- 
ure. The efficient training of the army 
and careful war preparations enable 
Switzerland to maintain the inviolabil- 
ity of its territory. 

“As commander-in-chief of the army, 
Colonel Ulrich Wille was elected, rising 
to the rank of general. Colonel Sprech- 
er Von Berneck is chief of staff. Both 
names are popular and inspire the 
troops with highest confidence. 

“The mobilization was completed 
and quietly. The frontier, the Alpine 
passes, as well as the Gotthard and St. 
fortifications are strongly 
guarded. The German raikway station 
at Basel is barred. Railroad traffic be- 
tween Germany and Basel has ceased, 
as all trains are stopped in the Ger- 
man stations outside Basel. The Swiss- 
German boundary there is sharply 
guarded on both sides. Some German 
patrols which crossed the boundary 
line were immediately disarmed and 
interned. 

“The financial situation is entirely

Washirgton, August 22.—Although 
final decision cannot be announced un- 
til word has been received from the 
German government, the administra- 
tion today prepared to put into effect a 
more lideral censorship on wireless 
messages and had abandoned the idea 
of censoring cables. 

Haniel von Haimhausan, German 
charge d'affaires, has communicated de- 
tails of the new plan to his govern- 
ment. Embassies and consulates of all 
helligerents would be permitted to use 
the wireless to send code messages 
provided they satisfied the naval officer 
in charge at the receiving station of the 
neutral nation of dispatches. 

The British government, it is under- 
stood, favors the plan so lon as it 
prevents agents of any belligerent 
countries from sending information di- 
rect from the shores of the United 
States to-ships at sea.

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HOW THE FRENCH

In the Battles of Altkirch 
and Muelhausen—Retreat 
of Germans From Muel- 


hausen a Tragedy. 


London, August 22.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph compeny from 
its Paris correspondent says: 

“The battles of Muelhausen and Alt- 
kirch lift the curtain for the first 
time on the operations of the two chief 
belligerents. The losing of a position 
and its recapture in a war s0 collosal 
is merely an episode, indicating the 
strength and weakness of the opposing 
forces. The strategy which enabled 
us to retake Muelhausen was as fol- 
lows: 

“re knew from aviators that the 
Germans had between the French fron- 
tier and Meulhausen a comparatively 
small force and that the major part 
of their army was massed on the right 
bank of the Rhine. With this knowl- 
edge, our objective in the attack was 
to cause them to fall back, we obtain- 
ing control of bridges on the Rhine 
to enable us to repulse a counter at- 
tack if should come on the right 
bank. 

‘The Germans installed artillery and 
earthworks. The attack was brilliant 
and forceful, and as the Germans were 
strongly fortified our success was a 
valorous deed. The enemy suffered 
heavy losses, but as night was ap- 
proaching our cavalry was forced to 
abandon active pursult.” 

Germans Hid tn Forest. 

An Exchange Telegraph company dis- 
natch from. Paris gives further detalls 
of the battles of Muelhausen and Alt- 
kKirch. 

“As the enemy's retreat had not been 
cut off,’ says the dispatch, “they made 
good their escape, hiding in the for- 
est over a space eighteen miles in ex- 
tent. French troops entered Muelhau- 
sen as night was falling to the accla- 
mations of the people, who royally 
feted our soldiers. Muelhausen was 
difficult to defend against a force com- 
ing from the north or east and was 
relatively easy to retake. 

“The Germans attacked our posi- 
tions that same night while our troops 
marched in the direction of Cernay to 
cut off our retreat.

GERMANS SCATTERING 
MINES IN NORTH SEA 


Great Britain Warns Neutral 
Ships—Rules of The Hague 
Convention Violated. 


London, August 23.—(3:10 a. m.)— 
The British official news bureau makes 
the following announcement: 

“The admiralty draws attention to 
its previous warning to neutrals of the 
danger of traversing the North sea. 
The Germans are continuing their prac- 
tice of ecattering mines indiscriminate- 
ly upon the ordinary trade routes. 

“These mines do not conform to the 
conditions of The Hague convention. 
They do not become harmless after a 
certain number of hours; they are not 
laid in connection with any definite 
military scheme, such as the closing 
of a military port, or as a distinct 
operation against a fighting fleet, but 
appear to be scattered on the chance 
of the catching of individual British 
war or merchant vessels. 

“In consequence of this policy, neu- 
tral ships, whatever their destination, 
are exposed to the gravest danger. 
Two Danish vessels, the steamer Mary- 
land and the steamer Broberg, have, 
within the dast twenty-four hours, been 
destroved by these deadly engines itn 
the North sea while traveling on the 
ordinary trade routes and a consider- 
able distance from the British coast. 

“In addition to this, two Dutch 
steamers clearing from Swedish ports 
were ‘blown wp yesterday by German 
mines in the Gulf of Finland. 

‘In the circumstances, the admiralty 
desires to impress not only on British, 
but on neutral shipping the vital im- 
portance of touching at British ports 
before entering the North sea, to as- 
certain, according to the latest infor- 
mation, the route and channels which 
the admiralty ts keeping swept, and 
alone which these dangers are being 
removed as far as possible. 

“The admiralty, while reserving to 
itself liberty of action against 
new form of warfare, announces that 
it has not lald any mines during the 
present war, and is endeavoring to 
keep the sea routes open for peaceful 
commerce.” 


FRANCE 1S RESOLVED 
TO CLEAR BELGIAN StI 


Paris, August 22.—This official com- 
munication was made public today: 

“Despite the entry of the Germans 
into Brussels, France is resolved to 
free the territory of its ally, and she 
will not consider the task accomplished 
until every German soldier has been 
driven from Belgian soil.

Consider. for ex- 
ample, the case of Saxony paying its 
hereditary monarch about $800,000 a 
year more than the president of the 
United States receives in salary and 
perquisites. Saxony's civil list is paid 
at the expense of 4,000,000 inhabitants 
who constitute its overcrowding pop- 
ulation made up of families whose 
members must live far more frugally 
than Americans in order to keep with- 
in their incomes.

THE FIGHTING ME 
OF EUROPE’S W 


Generals May Plan, But 
After All Victories De- 
pend Entirely Upon the 
Men Who Do the Fighting 


(From Philadelphia North American.) 

As the warring nations come to grips 
in their giant conflict, the attention 
of the world turns from the intricacies 
of diplomacy and clashing national am- 
bitions to the naked terrors of actual 
combat. Czar and kaiser, emperor and 
king, may make war, but it is the com- 
mon folk who must fight it. The hu- 
man aspect of the great struggle lies 
among the hosts of armed men now con- 
verging on a dozen battlefields. The 
greatest war in history will reveal 
facts of surpassing interest touching 
the types and fighting capacities of 
the human forces engaged. 

Many factors enter into the problem. 
Battles are not won wholly by strategy, 
Or weight of numbers, or courage, 
but by the best combination of all 
three, a even then other elements 
may turn the scale in triumph or dis- 
aster. God, said Napoleon, ig on the 
side of the heaviest artillery; but from 
Thermopylae to Spion Kop history re- 
cords noted exceptions. 

The first requisite of an efficient 
army isa, of course, patriotism, an un- 
shakable belief in the justice of.its 
cause. It was the fervid conviction of 
right on both sides that made our civil 
war so terrible. 

Of the European nations, Austria 
alone has possibilities of weakness in 
this regard, in her Slavic conscripts 
from the southern provinces. No con- 
queror could ask a finer spirit in his 
armies than is revealed in the dog-like 
fidelity of the Russian, the zealous res- 
olution of the German, the flaming de- 
votion of the Frenchman, the sober, 
unemotional belief of the Britisher in 
the sanctity of his far-flung empire. 


Mere Numbers Not Always Vital. 


Numerical superiority is important, 
but not vital. The Roman legions con- 
quered the world; mere numbers could 
not overwhelm Frederick the Great, 
and Germany is confident in the face 
of great odds. 

In strategy the kaisger's forces have 
the highest world repute; his magnifi- 
cent maneuvers and the working out 
of vast field problems have been the 
admiration of the world. Preparedness, 
too, is a German trait; every prelimi- 
nary move toward the overwhelming 
of France—up to the unexpected check 
at Liege—-proceeded according to plans 
that had been worked out to the last 
detail for years. 

But the German leaders 
armies have not had the 
of actual] conflict: the most elaborate 
imitations of war cannot even approx! 
mate the reality. The sending of regi- 
ments in massed formation against the 
bristling slopes of the Liege forts 
showed audacity rather than intelli- 
gence. 

The allies, on the contrary, 
siderable forces that have been tem- 
pered tn war.

of troops remains the overshadowing 
consideration. And this is a complex 
force into which enter far-reaching 
national characteristics. 

The warlike ardor of the Balkan peo- 
ples has been proved within recent 
years. How they align .themselves in 
the great conflict now opening has 
not been determined; but those forces 
which go against Servians, Montene- 

ins or Bulgarians will find worthy 
oemen. These hardy mountaineers are 
passionately patriotic, and fighting is 
their natural employment. 

In Austria the =ibtars code is as 
rigorous and exacting as in Germany, 
and has put the spirit of war into the 
people. he Austrian officers are the 
dandies of Europe, but they are effi- 
cient soldiers, and they command men 
of a virile race. 

The outstanding qualities of the 
Russian soldier are tractability under 
orders, and a stubborness in bDat- 
tle that seems akin to  fatalism. 
Knowing nothing throughout his 
life but the rule of a semi-divine 
absolutism, he gives unquestioning 
obedience to his officers, represen- 
tative of that dread power. Directed by 
trained intelligence—which Russia has 
not yet conspicuously developed — the 
ezar’s armed millions would be over- 
powering. Bereft of the guidance of 
superior persons, the Russian soldier 
is not dangerous against the keener 
men of the nations to the westward. 


Belgians Have Proven Their Worth. 


The prowess of the Belgians is no 

longer a theme for speculation; the de- 
fenders of Liege have written it in 
fadeless letters upon the record of the 
war. No one in the world, least of all 
the Germans, looked for more than a 
erfunctory defense against the invad- 
n@ hosts; but the spirit that wrung 
raise from Caesar and lent luster to 
istoric battlefields flamed up anew and 
dared to challenge the progress of the 
armies of the kaiser. 

For centuries the people around 
Liege have been reckoned the most 
dangerous warriors of Europe—the 
fighting Walloons. Their daring tac- 
tics and furious onslaughts are cele- 
brated in history and legened; the siege 
of Liege in Scott's “Quentin Durward” 
is a stirring tribute to their valor. The 
fallen Napoleon bade farewell to his 
Walloon troops as “the bravest of my 
men.”’ 

How much of the spirit and virility 
of the Napoleonic armies remains in 
the French troops of today it is im- 
vv the executive committe and seat the 
possible to know; but that the great 
republic can put a terrific force into the 
field has been conceded by Germany's 
arduous preparations for the conflict. 

Those travelers who have been preju- 
diced ugainst the French soldier by his 
generally diminutive size and his pre- 
posterously slovenly uniform forget his 
historic achievements, and are igno- 
rant of the fiery courage that animates 
the French people under stress. Trained, 
disciplined, sobered by the memories of 
fatal self-confidence in 1870, and burn- 
ing with passion for revenge, the 
troopers of Brittany and Gascony and 
Paris will be terrible antagonists. 

A century after Wellington. two cen- 
turies after Marlborough, Great Brit- 
ain is waging war once more on the 
continent Her people have refused to 
submit to conscription, and her defen- 
sive forces will be largely raw levies. 
But even so, she can send across the 
channel a trained army of seasoned 
troops—regulars, who know the fight- 
ing game. 

Utterly alien from the French in 
character, the English, Scotch and Irish 
soldiers of the empire will go into 
battle with less exultation. but with 
equal courage, and will leave their 
mark upon the enemy

Japan’s Place in the War. 


(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 

Nothing which Japan may do in ful- 
fillment of her treaty obligations with 
Great Britain in this war can be con- 
strued as compelling Great Britain to 
go to the aid of the Japanese in the re- 
mote contingency of a war between 
the United States and Mikado. The 
Anglo-Japanese treaty explicitly pro- 
vides that if Great Britain has an ar- 
bitration treaty with any power it shall 
not be called upon to go to the as- 
sistance of Japan in any war with that 
power. We have an arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain. 

The nominal purpose of the Japanese 
treaty is to “protect the territorial in- 
tegrity of China.” This is the form of 
words under which Great Britain and 
Japan agreed to prevent any extension 
of German or Russian influence. No 
extension of German influence is direct- 
ly threatened at this time, but by a 
wide stretch of the terms of the agree- 
ment Japan is evidently preparing to 
seize the German port of Kiau Chow 
and its surrounding sphere of Influ- 
ence, on the theory that if Germany 
wins the kaiser may begin to enlarge 
his possessions in all parts of the globe. 
Under the agreement to protect the 
Chinese territorial integrity Japan is 
preparing to get a foothold on the 
mainland to supplement her Korean 
possessions, and this, too, with the 
a and consent of her British 
ally. 

This move is really portentous for if 
successful it will strengthen Japan and 
prepare the way for that alllance be- 
tween the two yellow races in the east 
which observers have long been fear- 
ing. An awakened China and a moder- 
nized Japan, working together, is what 
Admiral Mahan says Europe must fear 
more than any other peril that can 
threaten her civilization

Just to be an 
optimist, I might tell you that the 
crisis {ts past, but I can’t do it with- 
out deceiving both you and myself. 

“It needs no deep analysis or ex- 
haustive investigatidn to size up the 
erude rubber situation Everything is 
on the surface and everybody who 
reads the war news knows as much 
as the rubber manufacturers as to the 

when regular shipments will 
start. 

“Here's the facts 
of the crude rubber used in the United 
States comes from the Far East, via 
the Red sea and the Mediterranean 
No merchant ships are passing through 
these feas now, and we don't Know 
when they will start, surely not for 
a while. Shippers could divert the 
shipments via the Pacific ocean to our 
western coast, but this change would 
require time and we have no word 
that such a course is under advise- 
ment 

“Reine shut off from the east, we 
must look to South America for our 
supply. Here we find only a few hun- 
dred tons in stock, because the Bra- 
zilian district has a steady market 
for all they make during their open 
season. Just now this “country Is 
flooded -with torrential rains and the 
gathering of crude rubber cannot start 
until October. So we find but little im 
mediate relief there. 

“When shipments start to come In 
from the east, crude rubber prices will 
probably decline sharply, although it 
has been reported unofficially that 
when navigation stopped, the planta- 
tion owners laid off their men and 
ceased tapping the trees. This, of 
course, would mean a shortage of 
rubber, but it is my persenal opinion 
that transportation is the main diffi- 
culty and that as soon as navigation 
opens, we will find plenty of rubber 
to supply this country.”

FIGURING U.S. WAR FORCE 


ON A EUROPEAN BASIS 


(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

If the Umgited States should call to 
the colors as many men in proportion 
to the population as Servia has done it 
would mean an army of upward of 8,- 
000,000 men, and this does not take into 
aecount the fact that the recent wars 
in the Balkans have made such heavy 
inroads into the percentage of adult 
male population. robably if the Uni- 
ted States called as many men to 
the colors in proportion the adult male 
population it would mean an army of 
12,000,000. 

How terrible the ravages of the wars 
in the near east have been is indicated 
the census of conquered territory 
taken by Bulgaria in the early months 
That count show- 
ed that where previous to the wars 
there had been a population,of 702,000, 
there is now a population of only 301,- 
000. Of course, Servia did not suffer 
that much, but these figures are indica- 
tive of the depopulating effect of the 
great wars it. had to face. 

Military critics everywhere admit 
that in matters of discipline, leadership 
and spirit there is no army its size 
in the world that can make a better 
showing than the Servian army made 
during its wars with Turkey and Bul- 
garia. It is a fighting force that is 
conceded to have every quality of 
strength that a military machine may 
possess. 

Its plan of organization is distinc- 
tive. Compulsory service is personal 
for all able-bodied men and pecuniary 
for all who are incapable wf personal 
service. These latter must pay an in- 
direct tax of 30 per cent additional. 
The military forees are divided into a 
national army and the  landsturm, 
which forms the last line of defense. 
Service in the national army begins at 
21 and ends after 45. In the landsturm 
it begin at 17, ends at 21; begins again 
at 46 and ends at 50. 

The national army consists of three 
bans, the first ban including all able- 
bodied men between 21 and. 31, the sec- 
ond ban al] between 31 and 38 and the 
third ban those between 38 and 465. 

The first ban has its cadre, a school 
through which every able-bodied man 
of 21 must pass. No one is allowed to 
change his nationality while belonging 
to the first ban, nor can any member 
thereof receive any outside; appoint- 
ment or become even a monk until he 
has served his term in the army. ,

CAUSES ARE EXPLAINED 


The Cost of Crude Rubber Ad- 
vances From 50 Cents a 


Pound to $1.08. 


The Goodyear Tire and Rubber com- 
pany issues the following statement 
discussing the causes responsible for 
the recent advance in tire prices: 

“The cause for the announcement the 
past week of an advance in price of 
tires by the leading manufacturers of 
the country, Hes in the main fact that 
the cost of crude rubber had been 
ranging close.to 59 cents a pound the 
past six mohths, but beginning two 
weeks ago the price rose rapidly until 
August 12 it reached a level of $1.08 a 
pound and still rising.

the merchant marine of all the bellicer- 
ent nations immedjately ran to home or 
neutral ports, their services being with- 
drawn. WaAth all ports on the English 
channel, North sea and Baltic sea’ 
closed, and with marine insurance com- 
letely withdrawn, it became practica)- 
y impossible to move any supplies of 
rubber other than those already on the 
sea. 

“We feel that there is every proba- 
bility that one of the belligerents will 
be ‘driven off the Atlantic or Pacific 
highways within the very near fuy- 
ture, which will restore shipping with 
safety

Matches for South in Fall 


Consistent with the policy of the 
United States of depending upon its 
citizens for national defense and of 
training them in time of peace to meet 


that responsibility in time of war, there 


are held each year a series of national 
rifle and pistol competitions, which are 
known as the National matches. 

These matches are held under the 
supervision and direction of the Na- 
tional Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice, which is a board created by 
act of congress for this purpose, and 
of which the assistant secretary of war, 
Hon. Henry L. Breckinridge, is the 
president. 

These matches are participated in an- 
nually by teams of eighteen men repre- 
senting each branch of the regular 
army, and by teams from the navy, the 
marine corps, the United States mili- 
tary and naval] academies and from the 
national guard of each state and terri- 
tory, and by hundreds of individual 
competitors as well. 

Heretofore the matches have usually 
been held on the rifle range at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, which is the largest in 
the country; but this year there is to 
be a departure, and instead of hold- 
Ing the matches all at one place, di- 
Visional matches are to be held. 

The match to be participated in by 
all of the competing elements within 
the States of Tennessee, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
kia, Alabama,- Mississippi! and Florida 
will be known as national divisional 
competition “B,"” and will be held on 
the Florida state rifle range, near 
Jacksonville, Fla., in October. 

The purpose in having divisional 
matches this year instead of a general 
match is to create a wider interest in 
rifle shooting by bringing the matches 
to the immediate attention of a larger 
number of people; also, to reduce the 
cost of and increase the participation. 
A further measure to the latter end is 


an amendment of the rules which will 
admit teams and individual competitors 
from all universities, colleges and mili- 
tery schools and colleges within the 
states named. 

It is )xpected that many of the 
schools nd colleges, and particularly 
those w ‘ch maintain a cadet corps, 
will partiGipate. In Florida, great prep- 
arations are being made for the hold- 
ing of these matches. They are to be 
held in conjunction with the annual 
matches of the Florida State Rifle as- 
sociation, the Southern Interstate Rifle 
association and the National Rifle 
association, making four distinct com- 
petitions, which will collectively be 
styled the Southern Shooting Tourna- 
ment of 1914: 

A handsome illustrated booklet has 
just been issued by the Florida mili- 
tary authorities, giving full informa- 
tion as to this tournament, which will 
cover the period from October 6 to 22 
inclusive, and will be the largest shoot- 
ing event ever held in the south. A 
copy of this program and full informa- 
tion as to the tournament can be ob- 
tained upon application to the secre- 
tary, Southern Shooting Tournament, 
P. O. Drawer 27, St. Augustine, Fla 

These matches will mark the formal 
opening of the new Florida rifle range, 
which is the largest in the country, 
next to Camp Perry. All of the rifle- 
men in the south are anxious to see 
this new range, as are those from oth- 
er sections of the country, and it is 
expected that the attendance will be 
very large. All southern railroads have 
announced specially low rates for the 
occasion. 

The executive officer of the matches 
making up the southern shooting tour- 
nament is General J. Clifford R. Foster, 
of the Florida national guard, and the 
administrative staff is composed of 
officers of the regular army and of the 
national guard of all the states within 
the district.

Teams will no longer be allowed to 
encroach upon the neutral zone in 
making shift plays. As soon as either 
team is lined up on the offensive, any 
shift must be made without a player 
passing into the neutral zone under a 
penalty of 5 yards. 

Hiding Unsportsmanlike. 

“Hiding” on the sidelines is classed 
under unsportsmanlike conduct. 

When a kicked ball (except one 
scoring a goal) strikes the opponents’ 
goal bar or posts and bounds back 
into the field of play it becomes au- 
tomatically a touchback. 

In one of the important games last 
year a player failed to diagnose be- 
tween an ordinary punt in the field and 
a free kick hitting the goal post. This 
mistake cost his team a safety, and 
in order to avoid complications of this 
kind the rules have been altered so 
that a free kick hitting the goal posts 
and bounding back into the field of 
play becomes a touchback the same as 
an ordinary punt. 

The kickout has been abolished. After 
a touchback or safety the ball must be 
put into play on the 2-yard line. 

A clause also is inserted to include 
“tripping by hands’ under 
which formerly covered only tripping 
with the feet or legs.

LATIN TRADE TRAITS 
TOLD BY A REPORTER 


Billion-Dollar Field Awaits 
U. S. Exports if Selling 
Is Well Handled. 


(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

In the last fiscal year on record 
Germany exported to the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics, Cuba, Mexioo, Panama, 
the five Central American republics, 
exceeding $1,000,000,000 worth of mer- 
-handise. This figure would have been 
larger by about $40,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000 if conditions in Mexico had been 


normal. 

With Germany involved today in a 
war, which will cripple her industrial 
and financial resources for years to 
come, the question comes up who will 
fall heir to a large share of this 
business. Logically, the American 
manufacturer, and especially those lo- 
cated in the midde west should receive 
a large slice of this trade, and there 
is no question that it is within their 
grasp if they follow in the footsteps 
of the Germans. 

Supplies Cut Off. 

About 65,000,000 consumers, living 
between the Rio Grande river and Cape 
Horn, have their supplies cut off 
through the present war, not only the 
luxuries of life, but a great many cases 
the absolute necessities, and are eagerly 
wating for the American merchant to 
supply their demands. 3 

Germany's exports to these countries 
cover almost every manufactured ar- 
ticle imaginable, but principally dry 
goods, Cloths, ready-made clothing for 
men and women, shoes, linen, jewelry, 
novelties, toys, automobiles, trucks, 
tires; -eendensed canned fruits and veg- 
etables, wines and liquors, glass. 

Also among the exports are china and 
hardware, paints and oils, drugs, soaps, 
perfumery, toilet articles, pianos and 
other musical instruments, paper goods, 
books and stationery, lamps and light- 
ing fixtures, photographic supplies, 
printing machinery and supplies, small 
arms, hats, electrical instruments, 
stoves, saddlery and a vast variety in 
the machinery line. 

Easily Placed on Market. 

While some of these articles are be- 
yvond our reach, as we ourseives import 
them from abroad, other ones are manu- 
factured in this country and can ad- 
Vantageously be placed upon these 
markets by American manufacturers. . 

Judgment must, however, be used in 
entering these foreign markets, or the 
results will be disastrous. The Latin- 
American consumer will not accept ev- 
ery article because it has a large sale 
in this country, and for this reason the

The American merchant, 
especially the newcomer in the export 
fleld, insisted upon the amount of the 
order to be deposited in New York 
before the shipment was made, which 
in a great many instances meant that 
the purchaser had to pay for the goods 
ninety to 120 days before he received 
them, to which he naturally objected, 
especially as under this arrangement 
he had absolutely no financial redress 
in case the goods were not as ordered 
or arrived in a generally bad condl- 
tion. 

As a@ general rule, the Latin Ameri- 
can merchant is honest and trust- 
worthy, and if the American manufac- 
turer wishes to invade these foreign 
markets and stay there, the question 
of arranging credits will be one of 
absolute necessity and one of prime 
importance, as in some of the Latin 
American republics sixty days’ credit 
is considered cash.

The manner in which Great Britain 
has responded to the need of France 
in obedience to the understood but nor 
formal alliance of the two nations and 
the failure of the formal triple alli- 
ance to hold Italy offers a contrast be- 
tween the respective strength of alli- 
ances based on compacts between gov- 
ernments and alliances that rest only

Cross and Rivers had met three times 
before last week’s contest, and in al] 
three matches Rivers had been given 
the credit of victory. Even in their 
two ten-round matches in this city 
Rivers was the popular winner. And 
in their first long bout in the west 
Joe was awarded the referee's decision, 
even though a number of experts dis- 
agreed with the justness of the ver- 
dict at that time. 

Cross on Points. 


The surprising part of their latest 
match was that Cross should win on 
points, as it had been conceded that the 
New Yorker’s chances for victory de- 
pended practically on his getting home 
a sleep-producing wallop. It was tak- 
en for granted that, should the bout 
go the limit, Rivers’ superior clever- 
ness would bring him the decision. 

But Cross fooled the talent by win- 
ning a hotly-contested battle on points, 
thus restoring himself to good stand- 
Ing among the championship possibili- 
tles. Cross is to be congratulated on 
his perseverance; few fighters would 
have the nerve to stick to the trall of a 
fighter who had already trimmed them 
three times—and what is better, suc- 
ceed in reversing the verdict on the 
fourth attempt. 

Cross is a heady fighter, if not a par- 
ticularly clever or showy one. Fight- 
ing is a business proposition with 
Leach, and he operates on a business

THE LITTLE CAUSE OF A 
GREAT BIG WORLD WAR 


(From The St. Paul Pioneer Press.) 

There is no sanjak of Novibazar any 
more; it is divided be.ween Servia and 
Montenegro. But its ghovt and its re- 
gretted memory were encugh, in all 
likelihood, to set on foot this giant 
War. 

The sanjak was, in 1908, a strip of 
land smaller than Connecticut and with 
but 170,000 inhabitants, belonging with- 
out a shadow of a doubt to Turkey, if 
treaties could be respected. By the 
treaty of Berlin, Austria-Hungary was 
permitted to garrison some of its 
towns, but the civil administration was 
left to Turkey, wherein its status dif- 
fered from that of Bosnia-Herzegovina, 
which Austria-Hungary administered, 
nominally for Turkey as suzerain. 

The sanjak divided Montenegro and 
Servia. It was a wedge between the 
southern Serbs, through which the Ausa- 
trians planned to drive a railway, and 
with it their rule, to Salonica. That rail- 
way would only have been a linking of 
the one running up to Mitrovitza from 
the south with the military line from 
Sarajevo to the Servian-Montenegrin 
boundaries. 

When in October, 1908, Austria- 
Hungary tore up the Berlin treaty and 
definitely annexed Bosnia-Herzegovina 
she withdrew her troops from the san- 
jak, fearing armed resistance and Wish - 
ing to placate Turkey. There was no 
war—then. Russia had not recovered 
from her bout with Japan. 

The Austrian “forward” party was 
disgusted. Von Aehrenthal was almost 
in disgrace for overcautiousness. It 
had not been necessary to leave the 
sanjak, however; they could reoccupy 


it some time. 

“Some time” did not come. W tth 
the Tripoli and Balkan wars Europe 
became increasingly sensitive. When

It ts a peculiar situation that the 
cotton planter of the south must de- 
pend upon the cotton seed to bear the 
for there is a 
cash market for the cotton seed to- 
day, but practically no market for 
cot’ on, 

Due to the Puropean war situation, 
there is scarcely a market in the south 
for coton, but the cotton oil mills are 
paying the cotton growers cash money 
for the cotton seed. The cotton seed, 
long looked upon as velvet, has, by 
reason of the unnatural] situation in 
cotton in the south, become the main 
crop. 

There. are over 150 cotton oil mills 
in Georgia alone, and they have cre- 
ated a market for the seed, and this 
market igs proving the salvation of the 
farmer. 

Realizing that meat is obliged to go 
up in price, renewed interest is being 
taken in the live stock industry 
throughout Georgia and this interest 
is given renewed impetus by reason 
of the fact that cotton seed meal and 
hulls, long acknowledged as the least 
expensive and the best cattle feed on 
the market, is to be had so reasonably. 

The Cotton Seed Crushers’ Assovcia- 
tion of Georgia, through its officers 
and members, are doing evervthing 
possible to stimulate interest in the 
live stock industry.

“Our chief need now is to decide 
upon some state-wide policy that will 
conserve our resources and particu- 
cotton. None of it should be 
sacrificed. Some of it is now being 
sold every day at $10 per bale less 
than the cost of production. 

“We owe it to the small farmer and 
the small town to help them, for they 
are most in need. There should be 
no competition under the present un- 
usual conditions between banks and 
warehouses of one county or town, 
with those of another. Instead, all 
should stand together and operate as 
near the ‘same plan as possible—for 
the common good. This is no time for 
cutting throats in business. 

“Conditions in the country towns are 
not good. Cotton Is being brought to 
town without a market, it is being 
simply left in warehouses or taken 
back to farms. Some is being sold at 
from 8 to 9 cents, when it costg 1! 
cents to grow. This should be avoided 
when possible. 


Ships, But No Market. 


“The government has passed a law 
giving us ships, still we have no mar- 
ket. American mills can use seven 
million bales, but will they give 11 to 
12 cents, if by waiting they can get 
what they need of this crop at 7 or 8 
cents? Hngland, France and Russia 
may call for three to five million bales, 
but this is uncertain, and even if they 
do, we will have two or three million 
bales to carry over into another year. 

“Lord Kitchener savs the war will 
last eighteen months, and it looks that 
way, for Germany is fighting for her 
very life. Every country except the 
United States, China and one or two 
others are in the conflict. Japan is 
war. 

“The question now confronting us ig, 
shall our farmers continue making cot- 
ton for $10 to $20 a bale more than 
they can get for it? Could our banks 
and merchants stand it, even if the 
farmers could? 

“We can’t put this off. Our farmers 
should be helped and advised now. 


Could Valorize Crop. 


“The government could valorize our 
cotton as Brazil did coffee, provided 
Georgia and all other states in the 
south takes state action favorable, 
and they can, and it would pay even 
if legislatures had to be called in extra 
session. Then the government could 
fix a minimum price of 11 or 12 cents, 
and our mills could go to buying, and 
this would relieve the strain. 

“I believe we should call upon all 
who can to hold cotton for 10 to 12 
cents at least. 

“If we could finance the entire crop 
through government aid we have to- 
tally inadequate warehouse facilities. 
After filling up all our warehouses we 
could call into use old buildings or un- 
occupied stores, but what about in- 
Surance and other charges? 

“Every warehouseman might be 
made a government employee under 
bond, like postmasters, which would 
make the ordinary warehouse receipts 
as gwpood as a registered letter, and this 
would help greatly. 

Could Guarantee Receipts. 

“Banks could guarantee these re- 
ceipts, for no one in the employ of 
('nele Sam could afford to violate the 
law. We must not expect too much 
from government, unless we are 
We should help

DR. WILLIAM JONES 


DIES AT AGE OF 6/ 


During Civil War He Served 
Confederacy as Superin- 
tendent of Powder-Making 
in Augusta. 


Dr. Wilttam Louls Jones, educator, 
gallant soldier and Christian gentle- 
man, died shortly after 2 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon, at his home, No. 226 
West Peachtree street, after a long ill- 
ness. He was 87 years old. 

The funeral will be held at Athens 
at 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon. The 
body will be sent from Atlanta Sunday 
morning. 

Dr. Jones was born in Liberty county 
in 1827. His father was one of the 
wealthiest farmers and a leading citi- 
zen during that period when that sec- 
tion of the state was noted for its cul- 
ture, refinement and high moral tone. 

Graduated at University. 

In 1845 Dr. Jones graduated from 
the old Franklin college, now the state 
university, at Athens, with the highest 
honors, and having ample means at his 
command he pursued the study of med- 
icine, not with a view of becoming an 
active practitioner, but as a part of hig 
thorough education. He attended the 
medical lectures at Philadelphia and 
graduated with distinction from the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons at 
New York in 1848. Hie taste for scien- 
tific research prompted him to enter the 
department of science at Harvard, and 
while studying there he became also 
the private pupil of Professor Louis 
Agassiz, whom he accompanted on an 
expedition to Florida to examine some 
‘coraf reefs on that then Ittle known 
coast. On completing his studies at 
Harvard in 1857, Dr. Jones was elected 
to the chair of natural history anda 
seology in the state university at Ath- 
ens. He was then only 24 years of 
ag ea. 


At a later period he fled the | 


chair of chemistry and geology in the| 
same institution. 

At the outbreak of the war between ' 
the states, Dr. Jones gave up his | 
teaching and went to the front, serv- 
ing the south gallantly throughout 
the long struggle. His deeds of valor 
on the fleld won for him atmost as 
much distinction as his educational 
Studies.

Dr. Jones resigned his duties at ‘the 
university in 1872, and became editor 
and proprietor of The Southern Cul- 
tivator, an tnfluential agricultural 
journal. He also became the first ed- 
itor of the agricultural and farm de- 
partment of The Constitution, and his 
writings and scientific papers are to- 
day recognized authorities. His ablest 
work as a writer on scientific agricul- 
tural problems was during that period 
after the freeing of the slaves, when 
the south was “land-poor,” and when 
the farmers and landowners faced des- 
olation and waste. His wisdom and 
influence aided greatly in reconstruct- 
ing agriculture in the south. 

Dr. Jones had been a widower a 
number of years. He had been living 
in Atlanta, but spent considerable time 
in the last years of his life in Athens. 

He leaves two sons, Alexander R. 
Jones, of San Francisco, and Percy, of 
Atlanta, and one daughter, Miss Rosa 
Jones, of Florida.

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~~ MADDOX T0 ATTEND 
COTTON GATHERING 


Will Represent the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce at 

Conference With Reserve 
Board in Washington. 


Robert F. Maddox, who is chairman 
of the committee of fifteen recently 
appointed by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce to devise ways and means 
of meeting the situation in regard to 
moving the cotton crop, caused by the 
European war, has been invited by 
Secretary McAdoo to meet the federal 
reserve board in a conference Monday 
in Washington. 

Secretary McAdoo has also invited a 
number of gentlemen who are inter- 
ested in producing, financing and 
manufacturing cotton to be present in 
Washington Monday, and the meeting 
promises to be a very important one, 
and it is expected that some definite 
plan may be agreed upon whereby the 
fovernment will lend its influence and 
aid in assisting the south to finance 
the cotton crop. 

Mr. Maddox will also represent the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
at the conference, he being vice presi- 
dent for the south of that organiza- 
tion. 

In speaking of the work of his com- 
mittee and the conference on Monday, 
before leaving the city, he said: 

“The committee of fifteen appointed 
.by the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
to consider the preserit situation in this 
Section caused by the FPuropean war, 
and especially the financing of the 
present cotton crop, has had several 
meetings. We adopted resolutions 
urging the federal government to make 
additional allotments to, the banks of 
the south for the purpose of moving 
the crop, and also to amend the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill so that notes se- 
cured by warehouse receipts for cot- 
ton might be used as collateral for 
additional circulating notes. There 
have been .so many suggestions made 
that it is difficult at present to reach 
@ conclusion as to what plan is best 
and most practical. 

“The splendid spirit 
on the part 


of co-operation

“Our committee of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, while we are not 
ready at present to make any recom- 
mendations to the business men of this 
section, believe that the important 
thing to do at present is to get the 
Warehouses of our country towns in 
shape to properly store a good portion 
of the crop. Fidelity and fire insur- 
ance should be arranged without delay, 
and proper warehouse receipts should 
be printed and then, as the crop comes 
forward, a z00d portion of it should 
be properly stored and insured, and 
the warehouse receipts turned over to 
the creditors of the farmer. Under no 
circumstances should cotton be pressed 
for sale. We hope and believe that 
there will be in time a market for 
the south’s great staple, and if there 
is cordial co-operation between the 
farmer, the merchant and the banker, 
a sufficient amount of the crop can be 
sold at reasonable prices, which will 
warrant the holding of the balance for 
some time. 

“The important thing 
evervone to be patient, remembering 
that ‘Washington is at present taking 
the most patriotic interest in the wel- 
fare of our country, and the best brains 
in the business world are endeavoring 
to find a method of moving forward the 
halted commerce of the world, and it is 
reasonable to expect .that with these 
forces all working for the good of our 
common country, some measure of re- 
lief will soon be in sight.

The industrious poor are especially 
considered, and the down-and-out man 
is given another chance, through the 
agency of the Associated Charities, 
There is neither exploitation nor pub- 
licigy practiced in the methods of the 
organization. Though the secretary 
of the organization and his efficient 
staff operate the various departments, 
there is not a case investigated or 
passed upon, not a cent of money ex- 
pended, that is not studied and con-

sidered by the board of directors of 
the Associated Charities, composed 
of six of Atlanta’s most prominent 
eitizens. 

They meet every Tuesday afternoon 
and case by case is presented by the 
secretary. Reports give the merit of 
each case, what has been done and 
what is still to be done, HBmergency 
cases, arising between these meetings, 
are acted upon by the secretary and 
brought before the directors as soon 
as possible. 

To illustrate the economic value of 
the organization to the city, one case 
may ‘be cited as an illustration.

A young woman of humble home and 
delicate health, earning a small pit- 
tance, was recently taken very ill. Her 
mother, likewise delicate and a wage- 
earner, had to give up work bring- 
ing the only income, in order to nurse 
the patient.

Men and women out of employment 
have had jobs secured for them, and 
innwmerable cases of illness among the 
poor are being looked after. 

The Funds Needed. 

But it takes money, more money 
than the Associated Charities at pres- 
ent commands, to carry onthis work, as 
it should be carried on, and if Atlanta’s 
people, both men and women, would 
co-operate with the Charities and ex- 
tend their generosity through that di- 
rection, they would be less pulled to 
buy tickets for this, that and the other 
form of entertainment. 

The habit of sending Dunches of tick- 
ets to generous people, asking for 
“check covering the same,” has be- 
come a nuisance in Atlamta ikIt fre- 
quently carries with it the personal 
note, thus bad taste is involved. 

All of this could be greatly reme- 
died if people generally would think 
more as they give and let it go through 
the business and logical channel... 

All the charitable institutions 
in harmony and work with the 
crated Charities. Every church socile- 
ty in the community should, as an 
organization, be a member of the 
Charities, thus having the advantage 
of the Charities’ bureau of informa- 
tion and direction.

Senators Lee end Smith, of Maryland, 
assisted by Senators Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, and Simmons, of North olina, 
wanted tobacco included. nator 
Harry Lane, of Oregon, finally capped 
the climax by pleading earnestly for 
the warehousing of canned galmon as 
a basis for loans. 

Senator Smith accepted the grain 
amendment, provided the western sena- 
tors agree among themselves as to the 
form of amendment they desired, and 
the tobacco amendment. Senator Smith 
also agreed to include naval stores, 
which are largely produced in Georgia 
and Florida, in the bill, and provide 
for their inspection and storage, but 
he drew the line on canned salmon.

Lane said that canned salmon was a 
necessary article of food, just as cot- 
ton was a necessary article of cloth- 
ing; that when properly canned it 
would keep for years.

PICTURE MEN DEFY 


PENN. GENSOR BOARD 


“John Barleycorn” Is Exhibit- 
ed “Uncut” at Garrick 
_ Theater. 


Philadelphia, August 15.—J. Louis 
Breitinger, the Comstock of the picture 
censors, failed to take any action in 
connection with the defiant showing 
of the film “John Barleycorn,” which 
Was publicly exhibited at the Garrick 
theater. 

Contrary to all expectations and en- 

tirely overlooking the fact that arrests 
were in order for the exhibitors of the 
film—nay, were even courted by them, 
as death was formerly courted by the 
Christian martyrs—Mr. Breitinger was 
not at hand with a squad of philadel- 
phia’s finest to.take W. E. Smith, rep- 
resenting the Famous Players and the 
Paramount Picture corporation, and C. 
H. Pierce, representing Bosworth, Inc., 
to jail. Nothing occurred to disturb 
the peaceful quiet of the morning fol- 
lowing the Sabbath. The stillness 
which precedes the announcement of a 
@reat war lay over the spacious lobby 
of the theater, where representatives 
of the press had gathered to attend 
the last sad rites for the bold gentle- 
men who were exhibiting the picture. 
In justice to these gentlemen it should 
be said that they made no attempt to 
conceal themselves. In fact, they pa- 
raded about the open and exposed 
Places in front of the Garrick like the 
British fleet in the North sea! But 
nothing happened! 

In view of the decision handed down 
by Judge Martin in the court of com- 
mon pleas, refusing the injunction 
asked to restrain the censors from en- 
forcing the act of June 19, the failure 
of Mr. Breitinger to act on the “Bar- 
leycorn’’ showing is made more re- 
markable. This decision unquestiona- 
bly establishes the legality of the act 
creating a state board of censors for 
Pennsylvania. But the chairman of 
the board evidently thought that dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor, or 
else was actuated by motives which are 
not yet made clear to the mind of the 
layman. 


Public Sentiment Favorable. 


Certain it is that had Mr. Breitinger 
arrested the exhibitors of “John Bar- 
leycorn,” as he could have done legal- 
ly, the sentiment of those of the pub- 
lic who have seen the picture would 
condemn his action. It was perhaps 
this knowledge that deterred the in- 
trepid film cutter from laying violent

CHES IN ATLANTA 


President of Southern Baptist 
Convention Fills Pulpit at 
the Second Baptist. 


Dr. Lansing Burrows, who, in the 
absence of Dr. John E. White, pastor, 
will preach at the Second Baptist 
church on Sunday morning and on the 
following Sunday, is one of the most 
distinguished Baptist ministers in the 
south. 

His career has included some of the 
most prominent .Baptist pastorates 
throughout the south and some of the 
most distinguished honors in the gift 
of that denomination. The weight of 
advancing years, six years ago, led 
Dr. Burrows to desire release from the 
exacting cares incident to the pastoral 
oversight of a large urban church, and 
since that fime he has been in charge 
of the First Baptist church at Amen- 
cus, Ga, and is greatly beloved by the 
people of the Americus community., His 
pastoral career has been largely in the 
south, and has included among other 
large churches, seventeen wes of pas- 
toral work at the Green Street Bap- 
tist church in Augusta. 

Member of a Kentucky family and 
son of Dr. J. Lansing Burrows, a 
prominent minister of the last genera- 
tion, Dr. Burrows has been identified 
with the upbuilding of the life and 
faith of southern people since he en- 
tered the ministry in 1866. His descent 
is from Dutch stock and hig ancestors 
were a s@a-going people. He is a stal- 
wart figure, with commanding phys- 
ical presence and a charming kindli- 
ness which makes him a greatly be- 
loved personality, especially among the 
southern Baptist people. 

He has served the great Baptist body 
for thirty-three years as the secre- 
tary of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion. At the meeting last May in 
Nashville, Tenn., he retired from the 
secretaryship and was elected presi- 
dent of the convention. Southern white 
Baptists number 2,500,000, and in ec- 
Clesiastical circles there is probably 
not a greater honor which can be 
conferred on a southern man than that 
of presiding over this great religious 
body. 

Years have added mellowness and 
ripeness to the wisdom of Dr. Burrows 
and his sermons are always heard with 
unusual interest and profit. No doubt 
his appearance at the Second Baptist 
church will be signalized by large and 
much interested congregations.

In furtherance of its 
campaign to control the gpread of army 
worm moths the department's ento- 
mologists are conducting a novel ex- 
periment to obtain a better knowl- 
edge of their habits. Where they are 
plentiful, one wing of each moth is 
colored and then liberated in order to 
determine whether they fly directly 
west or north, and how quickly and 
how far they will spread. Destruction 
of all marked specimens is urged.

Lapped deep in the leather-bound luxury of an

The word was “Rose,” and for 
the time seemed to be the name neither of a woman 
nor of a flower, but oddly of both, as though the two 
things were one. His mental vision, bridging the 
gap of a year, conjured up the vision of a lithe, 
sweet silhouette in white, with red roses at her 
belt, posed on a terrace of the Riviera against the 
burning Mediterranean blue. 

Mr. Law was dully conscious that he ought to be 
sorry about something. But he was really very 
drowsy indeed: and so, drinking deep of wine-scent 
of roses, he fell gently asleep. .. . 

The clock was striking four when he awoke: and 
before closing his eves he had noticed that its 
hands indicated ten minutes to four. So he could 
not have slept very long.

“THE OLD.RELIABLE.”’ 

Of course Georgians long resident in 
the state know all about it, but for the 
benefit of newcomers and some who may

ALASKA, 


Alaska is a large territory which the 
United States once bought’ for a white 
elephant and which has since turned out 
to be the whole show. 

The continent of North America sticks 
up into the frost-bitten north a tremendous 
and useless distance and Alaska comprises 
its northwest end. Russia discovered this 
land almost 200 years ago and used*it as a 
cold-storage plant until about fifty years ago, 
when it sold the whole thing to the United 
States for $7,200,000. If the government had 
bought a peach orchard in Greenland it 
could not have been more severely criticised. 
Yet Alaska not only pays all its expenses 
each year, but it ships about $20,000,000 
worth of gold and other products annually, 
and a strong man with a pick can dig a 
fortune out of it in a single winter—if he 
digs in the right place. 

Alaska is as large as the whole Missis- 
Sippi valley. It has 600,000 square miles 
and is 1,500 miles long and 900 miles wide 
from tip to tip. Its southern coast is broken 
into several thousand islands and the warm 
Japan current makes it possible to raise 
wheat, strawberries and real estate agents 
in great profusion. As we go north in 
Alaska, however, the climate becomes more 
cold and distant, like a Massachusetts sen- 
ator, until when the north coast is reached 
at 71 latitude the thermometer frequently 
falls to and the settler who wishes to 
put in his spring potatoes has to dig down 
about 50 feet to get below the frost line.

It has the highest mountain on the North 
American continent, the most violent vol- 
canoes in the United States and the greatest 
glaciers in the world. The Yukon river 
which flows through the middle of Alaska, 
is 1,500 miles long and contains five times 
as many steamboats as the Mississippi. Gold, 
copper, coal, lumber, salmon, seals, oil and 
fur-bearing animals are all so _ plentiful 
throughout the country that some day the 
United States may be able to rest in 
shade while Alaska produces the 
wherewithal.

Princess Alice of Great Britain, who 
was a daughter of Queen Victoria and 
an aunt of the king. Another 
sister of King Edward, the Princess 
Victoria, was married to the Emperor 
Frederick II!l. of Germany. Emperor 
William is her son. 

The small kingdom of Montenegro is 
not a particularly impressive stretch of 
territory upon the map, but in point of 
family connections it is by no means 
insignificant, for King Nicholas I. has 
proved himself almost gzo0od a 
matchmaker as the King of Denmark, 
and the marriages of sons and 
daughters have strengthened consid- 
erably his position among the royal 
families of Europe. 

The Princess Helena of Montenegro 
is the present Queen of Italy: Prin- 
cess Militza is married to Grand Duke 
Peter Nicolaievitch, of the Russian 
royal family; the Princess Anna is 
married to Prince Francis Joseph of 
Battenberg.

The 
articles that were most largely pro- 
tected were those made by automatic 
machinery and not by hand labor. Eu- 
ropean conditions, like our own, have 
undergone a great transformation in 
the last decade. The labor of the ru- 
ral districts have flocked to the cities 
where higher rent, heavy taxes and the 
high cost of living are the factors that 
enter into the cost of production, and 
in many instances places the European 
manufacturer at a disadvantage when 
competing with the labor-saving de- 
vices of the ingenious American in- 
ventor. 

“The best example of America’s fit- 
nes as export nation ts the tre- 
mendous volume of merchandise we sell 
Canada. If our salesmen could speak

NEW YORK MERCHANTS 
ARE NOT PESSIMISTIC

That the merchants of New 
not take the southern 
brought about by the European war, 
as seriously as southern people them- 
selves do, is evidenced by the following 
from The New York Journal of Com- 
merce: 

“Reports coming from the south from 
iobbers and retailers show that the 
trade there is greatly disturbed by the 
prospect of lower-priced cotton. When 
the war broke out some of these fac- 
tors sent out notices cancelling or- 
ders in hand and requesting all sellers 
to withhold deliveries of goods on or- 
der or soon to be shipped. In some 
instances there have been recoveries 
from the first onslaught of requests for 
cancellations, but in other places the 
progress of the fever has not” spent 
itself. In letters received from the 
south this week the distress of some 
traders is plainly acute. They are 
fearful that cotton will sell as low as 
§ cents a pound, and that many of 
their small customers will he unable 
to pay their bills. Some of the bankers 
inthe south are still giving out pessi- 
mistic ‘statements of the outlook. 

“The fright arises primarily from the 
fear that the cotton that has been 
grown cannot be held. Cotton is nota 
perishable crop like wheat, and from 
time to time reports have been current 
of the ability of planters to hold their 
crops far a market. Yet the fear that 
has now*taken hold of many merchants 
is unlike anything seen in this gener- 
ation of traders and there appears to 
be a relapse in credit conditions In some 
of the southern states that seems to 
most merchants wholly unwarranted.

hand. They state that buyers have 
had their regular orders made out for 
some time, but have been held 
by heads of houses from giving 
to mills.

Prince Ludwig, Cousin of 


Mad King Otto of Bavaria, | 


Becomes a State Sick In- 
surance Doctor in Munich. 
Declares He Is Not a Char- 
ity Doctor, But Is Out for 
Money—Treats Apple- 
women, Charwomen and 


Servant Girls.

- Munich, August 22-——Bavaria’s Prince 
Ludwig Ferdinand, cousin of mad King 
Otto, and owner of four big estates, | 
has earned his first,5 cents. He has 
earned it by practicing as doctor among 
Munich’s very poor. A more preten- 
tious man would make a about 
this and hang the 5 cents on his watch 
chain or stick them framed on his 
drawing-room wall. But Ludwig 
Ferdinand is the most modest of royal 
doctors: and when he had treated his 
first 5-cent patient, he proceeded un- 
obtrusively to treat another 5-cent 
patient; and so on uninterruptedly for 
three morning hours until he had cured 
about fifty patients and earned the 
princely and medical fees of $2.50. 

The fact is Prince ‘Ludwig Ferdinand 
has turned himself into a state sick 
fnsurance doctor, with the function of 
treating the ailments of Munich's 
working-class population. To this ill- 
paid work not every doctor will stoop, 
many preferring to treat the poor for 
nothing. The annual earnings of the 
bureau-doctor, or “‘“Kassenarzt,’’ amount 
to between $350 and $1,000 a year; and 
for this the doctor must treat thou- 
gands of patients, so that the rate per 
patient works out at the price of a 
postage stamp. In Munich it is just 
cente. For two years past doctors have 
been on strike against the state’s !{m- 
possible conditions; but peace has now 
been made: and one of the first doctors 
to apply for the job of “curing or kill- 
ing’ the state's working-class proteges 
has been Prince Ludwig Ferdinand.

ludwig Ferdinand is a good-looking 
man, and he is the favorite of Munich’s 
applewomen, charwomen and servant 
girls. He takes these to Nymphenberg 
chateau outside the town; gives them 
drastic medicines and a week to rest 
and exercise their rheumatic Iimbs 
walking about the lawns. This began 
to cause trouble after the Ist of Jan- 
gary last, when domestic servants were 
included in the sick-insurance scheme. 
The temptation of being treated by a 
good-looking elderly Bavuarian prince 
was too much for the servants’ sense 
of honesty; and they proceeded to “get 
value” for their insurance premiums 
by falling ill so zealously that they 
threatened the solvency of the insur- 
ance funds. As this happened only at 
the Munich central sick bureau, where 
Ludwig Ferdinand attends, it was clear 
that his royal highness was acting as 
an epidemic disease. 

The sick fund administration con- 
cluded that Ludwig Ferdinand was dear 
even at 5 cents; and they appointed as 
his assistant an unroyal, uninteresting 
medico, who treated more than half 
the patients. The charwomen and 
servant girls felt that it was not worth 
while getting sick for a mere half 
chance of being treated by mad King 
Otto's first cousin; so the flood suwub- 
sided; and Munich regained its reputa- 
tion as a healthy town. 

Wedded Spanish Princess. 

Ludwig Ferdinand is married to 
Princess Marie de la Paz, infanta of 
Spain, who ts an aunt of King Alfonso, 
and a very learned lady. Unluckily, 
Princess Marie ts not domestic, and 
she holds that Ludwig Ferdinand would 
do better curing imperial eyes like his 
kinsman than giving health to char- 
women. Mumich papers tell painful 
tales of the princess’ resentment when 
the charwoman patients invade Nym- 
phenberg. She locks herself in her 
room. Sometimes she flees to Munich 
and weeps out her sorrows to King 
Ludwig, imploring him to intervene as 
head of the family, and stop the demo- 
cratic scandal. To which Ludwig re- 
plies that he thoroughiy approves of 
the soctal activities of princes; and 
here he drags from his writing desk 
plans for the improvement of the south 
German canal system, which he has 
worked out himself. The Spanish in- 
fanta sheds tears as copiously as if 
she hoped thereby to raise the level of 
King Ludkig’s canals. 

Princess Marie, in fact, is really a 
lot more in sympathy with her lord's 
musical tastes, which are almost, ff not 
quite, as pronounced as his medical 
ones. It is probable, in fact, that if 
he had taken up either musical com- 
position or the violin professionally, he 
would have been able to make more 
money in an hour than he will in a 
whole year by doctoring needy patients

there. He is proud of the work he did 
there, and thinks that if the musicians 
and singers continue in the course on 
which he started them, the Prince 
Regent's theater will some day rank 
with the highest operatic establMsh- 
ments, and also will have an accent of 
its own analagous to that of Oberam- 
mergau. 

Prince Ladwig himself has composed 
no end of musical scores, perhaps the 
most ambitious betnge the musical set- 
ting which he made for Rostand’'s most 
poetic poem, “The Princess Lointaine.”

Because Princess Marie doesn’t care 
Particularly’ to have Munich's apple- 
women, charwomen and servant girls 
galloping over the lawns at Nymphen- 
berg chateau, or trying to “glad-eye” 
her exalted husband, one must not infer 
that her royal highness is uncharitable. 
Quite the contrary! In exile, the 
daughters of the late Queen Isabella of 
Spain got somewnhat too well acquaint- 
ed with the seamy side of life, and 
these lessons were not wasted on the 
spouse of the princely medico. It is 
dowbdtful, in facet, if the royal caste has 
produced a better friend of the poor 
She ts the foundress of the Association 
of Seraphic Charity, of which her 
daughter, Princess Pilar, now 23, whom 
everybody supposed was going to mar- 
ry King Alfonso, is president, and 
which is composed of children of all 
classes. 

Princess Pilar can hardly be de- 
scribed as a beauty, but her features 
are well proportioned and shapely, and 


common sense and firmness. The Span- 
her whole face speaks of goodness, 
fards would have preferred her, as the 
daughter and granddaughter of Spanish 
princesses, to “that English dumpling,” 
as they disrespectfully called Queen 
Fina, but it was thought by all parties 
that Princess Pilar was too young to 
ibe the consort of the advanced Alfonso 
the Thirteenth.

She an- 
swers by post card, and sends the 
things wanted by a woman belonging 
to some charity organization society, 
who pats the small worker on the back, 
recommends perseverance, and says a

Famous Leipzig Professor 
Declares the German Peo-'! 
ple Are Behind the Amer- 

ican in Political Knowl- 
edge—Prince Buelow Con-| 
demns Those Who Refuse ' 
to Engage in Politics—Re- 
tards Democracy.

Berlin, August 22.—Europe is suffer- 
ine from dearth of politicians. So says 
Richard Witting, director of Berlin Na- 
tion bank and publicist. He points 
to the extraordinary absence of politi-! 
cal talents in the reichstag. The same} 
thing is observed all over the conti-| 
nent. It is easy sillY to get men who| 
want to be politicians and who flatter' 
themselves that they have political 
ability. The trouble is to get the old 
class of men with real political, ad- 
ministrative and oratorical talents who 
wants to make a mark on his country. 

During the past twenty years there 
has been a progressive degeneration 
of the personne! of politicis. The new 
politician is a man of mediocre talents, | 
and commensurately mean abitions; he} 
is entirely subject to the professional | 
bureaucrats; and he has lost the chance | 
which he formerly occasionally had of | 
ousting the bureaucrat and taking his | 
place. That, says Witting, is why the! 
democratisation of Europe has ceased. | 

In no parliament will you find today | 
the combative, tough type of middle-| 
class politicians eager for a struggle | 
for power with crown aristocracy or | 
bureaucracy, such as democratised'! 
England in the mid-nineteenth century. 
Having lost their dramatic quality as a} 
class-struggle, politics have grown dull. 
Zhe public cares little about what the 
politicians say and do; the newspapers, | 
knowing their public, have ceased to: 
report politicians. Political meetings 
evoke none of the old enthusiasm. The, 
public reiterates cegtain anti-political | 
catchwords, such as “the talking shop” | 
(for parliament), “the party game,” | 
and so on. And for progress the pub- | 
lic looks not to the legislature, but 
to experts, business men, departmental | 
boards. and even to royal influence. In° 
the constitutional parliamentary ma- | 
chinery no hope is left. 

Decay of Politics a Misfortune. 

Europe’s bést thinkers say that the! 
decay of politics is a misfortune. Herr! 
Viktor Zenker, the brilliant Austrian; 
parliamentarian and author, thinks the: 
remedy lies in providing more up-to-| 
date constitutional machinery. Pro- | 
fessor Kar!

Judged by the complant of politi- 
cians, electioneering associations and 
other organizations in touch with facts, 
these warnings against the neglect of 
politics have no effect. A change is 
taking place in the way in which men 
of talent and ambition regard public 
activity. Such men no longer seek a 
field of action in politics; or if they do 
try politics they abandon them after 
a short trial. The caucus associations 
lament that thev cannot get hold of 
good men of the coming generation. 
The Belgian liberal party organiation 
says that “the younger men of talent 
and will-power show a complete disre- 
gard of political interests. They seek 
careers in the professions. Leisured 
and rich young men who formerly en- 
tered politics as a pastime and a salve 
to ambition have also changed thetr at- 
titude. If they seek mere recreation 
they prefer sport. Sport is, in fact, en- 
tirely absorbing a class of man who 
ten vears afo was an ardent amateur 
politician.” The same complaint was 
made in 1910 by the Austrian Christian 
social party. In Germany the com- 
plaint takes another form. Young Ger- 
mans who aspire to real distinction, in- 
dependence and power, abjure politics 
and enter municipal or social life. 

Monopoly by Bureaucracy. 

Causes of this have been set out by 
Witting, by the Center Reichstag Dep- 
uty Erzberger and others. One cause 
is that a Parliamentarian has no pros- 
pects before him. He cannot rise. The 
bureaucracy monopolizes all posts 
and power worth having; and more 
rigidly excludes the amateur politician 
than at any pest time. Witting says 
that if anyone today proposed that 
even the ablest Reichstag member be 
made a minister, he would be regarded 
as out of his mind. The business of a 
Reichstag member is, as Kaiser Wil- 
helm put it, “Noergeln’’—grumbDling on 
a small scale at the government, heck- 
ling permanent officials about odd 
marks and pfennigs, and listening sub- 
missively to lecture by minor bureau- 
Tunis is no ca- 
reer for men of spirit. So the man of 
spirit enters the army or the bureau- 
cracy in either case having a chance 
of coming to real power. More often 
he enters the municipal service. Ex- 
cept when it comes to borrowing mon- 
ey, Germany’s municipalities are en- 
tirely independent of the central gov- 
ernment. The mayor and other high 
officials have wide spheres of 
independent activity; they are workers 
and creators, and have an infinitely 
higher position than has the passive, 
helpless Reichstag politician. And as 
municipalism grows more important 
and more complicated; as municipal 
trading extends; as towns get a grip 
in higher education, and exercise many 
functions under the new social laws— 
under these conditions the municipal 
official has an ever widening field of 
action and power. 

In tthe relation of central to loca) 
politics the roles have been trans- 
formed. In past days, prominent mu- 
nicipal workers were often transferred 
into high politics and they regarded 


engaged in a correspondence on this 
eubject. The substance was that Lam- 
precht declared that Germans must be 
“politicised,” and mann-Hollweg 
thought they afe already politicised 
more than enough for a chancellor's 
comfort. Prince Buelow in his new 
book on “Deutche Politik” severely 
condemns people who refuse to engage 
in politicis. He says that politics are 
a moral obligation. “It is the duty 
of the educated classes to start giving 
the masses political education. The idle 
indifference to politics of spiritually 
and aesthetically sensitive natures is 
eut of piace. The present time is 


this as promotion. Wien Bismarck 
wanted a good, business-like minister 
'he looked around for a mayor. He 
made Hobrecht, the mayor of Berlin, 
his finance minister; later he made the 
mayor of Frankfurt, Miquel, his finance 
minister, and thus got the best finance 
'minister Prussia ever had. Nowadays 
prominent politicians are promoted in- 
to municipal life. The two most strik- 
ing cases are Wermuth, formerly sec- 
retary of the treasury, and Bernhard 
Dernburg, formerly colonial secretary. 
These were two of the ablest adminis- 
trators in German history. The nor- 
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mal course for them on losing office 
would be to enter the Reichstag; and 
to put their experience to use by crirt- 
icising and controlling the administra- 
tion. Both went into municipalism. 
Wermuth accepted the post of mayor 
of Berlin; and Dernburg joined the 
new “Zweckverband.” This ts an inter- 
municipal organization of greater Ber- 
lin which has the important functions 
of town-planning, regulating communi- 
cations, and preserving public ‘spaces. 
Cases like Wermuth’s and Dernburg’s 
are common among politicians of less 
note. Many promising ex-members of 
the Bavarian and Saxon Diets have 
taken up work in town administration. 
The result is a general leveling up of 
municipal life, and a steady degrada- 
tion of politics as a career in which no 
man of real ability and character cares 
to remain for long. 


Slow March to Democracy. 


Europe's slowness in marching to- 
ward democracy is put down to the 
ineffectiveness of the modern politi- 
cian, to the absence of really able men 
in the democratic ranks. Democratiza- 
tion involves parliamentary govern- 
ment, under which talented and quali- 
fied parliament members may rise to 
be heads of state departments. This 
movement long ago triumphed in Eng- 
land, France and Italy, but in the 
other great European states it makes 
no progress. Good judges attribute 
this to the fact that parliaments no 
longer possess men with the political 
genius and strength of £ ~»personality 
which are needed to frighten out of 
office the average thick-skinned bu- 
reaucrat. The movement toward de- 
mocratization has even had a setback. 
Bismarck, though nominally a foe of 
parliamentarism, persistently sought 
for good men outside the bureaucrat 
ranks whom he could make into min- 
isters. He laughed at the typical de- 
partmental “privy councillor,” and de- 
clared that “the best minister is a 
man without special training, who 
has a sharp mind and is in daily con- 
tact with life.” After Bismarck’s day 
it was still possible for an amateur 
politician to become a minister. The 
last such minister was Herr. von Pod- 
bielski, who, 6n the strength of a few 
reichstag speeches, was made secre- 
tary for posts. That was in 1897. Since 
then no parliamentarian has become 
minister either in Germany or in Prus- 
sia. The present reichstag has not a 
single member who has any chance of 
becoming minister., The _ reichstag 
puts this down to the jealous monopo- 
lism. of the permanent bureaucracy; 
but/the real reason is that the reich- 
stag is without men of personality

Austria in Same Condition. 

Austria faces much the same sitna- 
tion. Formerly Austrian amateur poli- 
ticlans and reichstag members had a 
good chance of becoming ministers. 
This induced into politics men of high 
talents and will. The Austrian bDurgher 
became a political power. After the 
war with Prussia and the abandon- 
ment of the “systeme de Metternich,” 
Austria was full of lawyer-politicians, 
doctor-politicians, and professor-politi- 
clans who enforced their personalities 
upon high politics. After the war with 
Prussia; Kaiser Franz Josef was obliged 
to rely altogether on this class. An 
instance is the “Burgher Cabinet” of 
1867. This cabinet was formed under 
the nominal leadership of Prince Kar- 
los Auersperg;: but it was entirely run 
by citizen-ministers, all lawyers—Gisk- 
ra, Herbst, Brestel, Hasner and Plener. 
With the aid of the German Liberal 
party, these citizens entirely recon- 
structed Austria; they reformed the 
finances, reorganized the army and civil 
administration, passed the great nation- 
al educational act, extended trial by 


men, 


{jury and effected dozens of minor re- 
} forms. 


The successful politician was 

en entirely on top and the bureau- 
crat, tried and found wanting, was 
miserably underneath. Since then forty 
years have passed, and the citizen- 
politician has entirely fallen into the 
background, while the bureaucrat is in 
front. The empire is today, as it was 
before 1866, governed by permanent 
officials. Attempts have been made 
in late years to restore parliamentary 
government, the aim being to bring 
about a national compromise by giving 
each race a share in cabinets. Baron 
Gautsch made such an attempt in 1906, 
and Baron Beck made an attempt four 
years later. Both failed. The reichs- 
rat contained no men with the essen- 
tially political talents which are neces- 
sary for such schemes. It still earns 
the rebuke of the late Prime Minister 
Count Eduard Taaffe: “In my later days 
the reichsrat has shown a complete 
lack of able men with administrative 
talents. These men no doubt still ex- 
ist among us; but they have forsworn 
politics in favor of some more promis- 
ing career.” 


Reaction From Politics. 
The reaction from politics goes far- 
ther than merely keeping at a dis-

They 
had achieved success in science, litera- 
ture or art, and they gave politics 
dignity and intellectual color. Men 
like Mommsen, Virchow, Gneist, Base- 
ler and Treitschke sat in Germany's 
reichStag, which cannot today 
a single member of intellectual dis- 
tinction. Things are as bad in Aus- 
tria and elsewhere. The Spanish 
cortes was described by The Diario, 
an influential provincial journal, as “a 
sty of dull mediocrities, doubtful law- 
yers, illiterate penmen, squireens and 
vaseline-heated fops.” Senor Romero 
Robledo, then president, prosecuted 
the responsible editor for “collectively 
insulting the cortes,” and he got the 
culprit into goal for a vear. During 
the trial the vice president of the 
lower chamber of the cortes admitted 
that the political and intellectual level 
had badly fallen and added, “but not 
a much as have parliaments’ else- 
where.” 

What will happen when the level of 
all parliaments and politicians has 
fallen still lower? Jean F. Solignes, a 
Belgian pamphleteer, says that Europe 
will be no worse off. Indeed he thinks 
that she will be better off. He laughs 
at the fears of Prince Buelow, Profes- 
sor Lamprecht and other advocates of 
politicisation. “The soundest feature 
of our new civilization,” he says, “the 
supercession of mere politics by cre- 
ative municipal and social work.

FIGURE IN LAWSUIT 


Pending Judgment the Me- 
mentoes Are Placed in a 
Paris Museum. 


Paris, August 8.—Some interesting 
Napoleonic relics have been placed, by 
order of the Paris courts, in the keep- 
ing of the Carnavalet museum. They 
consist of a sword given by Napoleon 
to General Rapp, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, “Napoleon General to Colonel 
Marmier,” the dagger snatched by Gen- 
eral Rapp from the student Knapps 
at Schoenbrunn, when the latter at- 
tempted to assassinate Napoleon, 
and a sword of honor bearing the in- 
scription “To Governor General Rapp, 
with thanks from the city of Dantzig, 
1898.” These relics were deposited by 
their owner in the hands of a woman 
who had undertaken to sell them. As 
they were neither sold nor returned, 
however, the matter came before the 
tribunal, which decided that they should 
be placed in the Carnavalet museum 
pending judgment.

If there is a serious de- 
mand for their services it is estimated 
that at least 95 per cent of this number 
will obey the call. 

The society is the? body officially ree- 
ognized by the war department, and 
acts under the direction of the admi- 
ralty and office, in conjunction 
with the hospital stafr. Its present ore 
ganization and statusis due to the les- 
sons of the South African war, when 
various independent nursing societies, 
some of them poorly managed and all 
interfering with each other's move- 
ments, caused the authorities no end 
of trouble. The result was that all 
societies were amalgamated and put 
under one head. 

The forms of aid of the society in- 
clude the provision and equipment of 
hospital ships and trains, hospitals 
and convalescent homes, clothing, med- 
ical supplies, food and comforts for the 
soldier, such as Pipes, tobacco, choce- 
late, playing cards and stationery.
